Familiar 
Political Shadows 


— Discussion of the political coup d’etat by the 

A Talmadge forces continues to mount, with the 

. majority of the articulate voices critical. 

Many letters, denouncing it as a “steal,”” demand to know how it 
was possible. The facts are that, whatever its aspects, the Talmadge 
forces have kept carefully within the law, however much the spirit 
of the law may have suffered. 

In considering any rational discussion of it, it must be kept in 
mind that to the Talmadge forces it was a continuing campaign of 
the SummMer’s primary, which had been won. 

Also there must be kept in mind that in its political essence it 
was an old-time Talmadge-Rivers campaign. Former Gov. E. D. 
Rivers was managing the Thompson campaign. 

There also was a curious development in that from the slot- 
machine and black-market-liquor ranks of the coastal counties there 
came support for the Thompson campaign, which he did not request. 
It produced plug-uglies and corruptionists to match any marshaled 
behind the Talmadge campaign. 

Further complicating the picture for the searching observer was 
the fact that M. E. Thompson had espoused the entire Talmadge 
program and had pledged himself to push it vigorously if, and 
when, he took the office of Acting Governor. 

When this happened, Gov. Arnall is known to have been on the 
verge of withdrawing his espousal of the Thompson cause. He did, 
in fact, make a statement saying he was interested in no person, 
but only in the principle which he believed to be involved. 

But behind each campaign -were the same political shadows 
Georgia has known for a generation. 

All of which caused some, at least, to be unwilling to bloody a 
lance in the fight. : 


Harris Most amazing of all the personalities in the fight was, 
and is, Roy Harris, the ablest State politician of this 
generation. 

It is proper to note that he was chiefly instrumental in electing 
former Gov. E. D. Rivers; that Ellis Arnall could not, and would 
not, have won without his actual handling of the county organization 
in 1942; that the late Eugene Talmadge most certainly would have 
been defeated by James V. Carmichael had it not been for Roy V. 
Harris; and, further, that without him, Herman Talmadge would 
not have been able to muster enough strength for his legal point, 
taken from the Constitution, to be elected by the Legislature. I do 
not think the entire political history of Georgia offers any such 
accomplishment to equal it. 

All this has led persons to denounce Mr. Harris as a menace. 


This amuses Mr. Harris greatly. He long ago learned, as all 
expert political forces learn, to regard the so-called “better el-e-ment” 
with a certain more-or-less kind contempt, except at times when 
they are needed. 


Lessons The political expert early learns that the people rarely 
become aroused until it is too late. They also know— 
and this is a bitter fact—that most persons are so bound by their 
business or professional affiliations as to be unwilling to do more 
than talk loudly at cocktail parties. They also have a political 
contempt for the average businessman, or corporation head, who 
may choose to discuss good government in public. They know how 
many times many such persons have sought their aid in defeating 
the principles of government. = 

If, as his critics say, Mr. Harris is a menace, they might ask 
themselves why he can be what they say he is. 

That the carefully thought-out Talmadge plan, which involved 
write-in votes for a son against his father, did violate public opinion, 
which believed the Lieutenant Governor would serve if the Gov- 
ernor died or resigned, is perfectly true. This fact constitutes their 
chief concern today. But technically they remained carefully within 
the law and got the votes. 

And until they got the votes, those now aroused would do well 
to remember, the only loud and articulate voice and organization 
was that of the Talmadge supporters. That is what got the votes. 
Public opinion, now aroused, was more or less dormant.

Egg output, per hen, has been lifted from an average.of 79 per 
annum in 1920 to 155 per annum now. With such a record, no 
feathered coryphee need worry about her egg output—she can 
devote all her extra energy to this business of developing her bust 
measurement. The only pin-up girls desired along chicken row 
are those of buxom proportions, says our expert. 

What is more, he says the increase in chest measurement can 
be acquired with eating less feed than in the past—if the chicken 
is the right sort. More meat, on less feed, is his alluring slogan for 
the hens and their raisers.

WASHINGTON—There is a possibility that 
the Georgia governorship snarl may yet have te 
be untangled by Federal authorities in Wash- 


ington. 

Georgians here with a legal background foresee where the 
United States Supreme Court may ultimately be called upon te 
decide the issue. 

Ordinarily the State Supreme Court may be expected to settle 
the question, but under certain contingencies it might Se possible 
to obtain a review of the whole case by the highest tribunal of 
the land. 

Legal authorities point out that the case might be brought 
before the United States Supreme Court under the civil rights 
section of the Federal Constitution, if the State court should uphold 
the right of Herman Talmadge to occupy the governorship.

Particularly would it be expected 
to steer cledr of the issue if there is any prospect of a special 
lection being called to decide the question. 

Another way the governorship row might be dumped into the 
lap of Federal authorities for solution would be if the State court 
upheld the right of some other claimant besides young Talmadge, 
and Talmadge refused to yield up the office. 

Things might conceivably take this course. He might challenge 
the right of the State court to intervene in a matter affecting the 
Legislature. Some of the Talmadge group have already indicated 
such a course, in fact. 

It would then be up to the State court to enforce its decree, 
something it could not very well do so long as the occupant of the 
Governor’s chair was in control of the State Constabulary and the 
National Guard. 

The next step would be for the Governor whose title to the office 
had been certified by the State Supreme Court to call on the Fed- 
eral Government to intervene. He could ask that Federal troops 
be sent into the State to put down insurrection. 

But whether the Truman Administration would be willing to 
inject itself into a State controversy to that extent is highly doubt- 
ful. The tendency of Washington authorities will be to shy away 
from involvement in the State squabble in so far as possible. 


About the only situation in which the Fed- 
eral Government would be expected to inter- 
vene to the extent of sending troops into the State would be one 
where rival factions pitted against each other were threatening the 
peace of the community and bloodshed. 

That would probably be considered sufficient. provocation te 
step in and restore law and order. The law-abiding citizens of the 
State would likely demand Government intervention under those 
circumstances. 

Georgians at the capital, who have kept a close eye on develop- 
ments, have no feeling that anything so drastic will happen, howe 
ever. Delegation members and others are convinced that the con- 
troversy will be ironed out by the State courts in due time and 
that all parties concerned will yieid to the dictates of the Court. 

While a possibility does exist that a final determination of the 
conflict may be thrust upon the highest tribunal here, tee consensus 
of Georgians in Washington is that it will not be brought this far, 
The State Supreme Court is recognized as the body to pass on the 
question and most informed opinion is that the final verdict wad

6 Die as Fire 
Blasts House 


PLEASANTVILLE, Pa. Jan. 19 


(P)—Five children perished early 
Sunday in a fire-explosion that de- 
stroyed their four-room farmhouse 
while their father, attempting to 
rescue them, fell dead from the 
fumes as he entered the doorway. 
The 34-year-old mother, Mrs. 
Annette Emerson, who was hurled 
into-the yard by the force of the 
blast just as the father returned 
in a friend’s car, was the only sur- 
vivol She was reported in fair 
condition at Titusville Hospital. 
The dead were James L. Emer- 
son, 33, a logger, and his children, 
Marceline, 11; James, Jr., 9; Joy, 
7; Hazef Ruth, 5, and Billy, 3. 
Kenneth Robinson, who drove 
the father home, said the two men 
beat the flames from Mrs. Emer- 
son's clothing and Emerson then 
tried to enter the house, but 
sprawled lifeless as the deadly 
fumes hit him.

We see by the papers that the Birmingham 
baseball club in the Southern Leagye has made 
an offer to Qharley Trippi. 

This offer consists of a bonus of $10,000 for 
signing a contract, a salary of $400 per month 


is and 50 percent of his sale price in the event he 
is sold to a major league team. 

We don't know anything about the financial condition of 
Mr. G. J. Jebeles, the President of the Barons and owner of 
about 51 percent of the stock in the club. But it must be 
good if he has this ki of money to be tossing around for an 
unproven baseball player in a AA league. 

We do know that for the past couple of seasons the Bir- 
mingham club has been floundering around in the second 
division with a bunch of ball players who would have had a 
tough time making O'Keefe High's team. 

Considerable pressure was put upon Jebeles by the Birmingham 
press and fans tc unloosen his purse strings and buy a couple of 
players which would have given the fans at least a semblance of 
the kind of team they deserve. 

However, the Baron president wasn’t at all receptive to such 
Suggestions and his Barons continued floundering around in the 
second division, While he personally stood guard on the bank 
account. . 
It was therefore assumed by one and all that Mr. Webeles 

wasn't much of a baseball man, having no previous experi- 

ence in the sport and having, we understand, been in the 
candy business for most of his life. 

Hi- offer to Trippi seems to be the final proof that this 
assumption is correct. 

For that kind of money, Jebeles and his new business manager, 
Eddie Glennon, could go out and buy themselves two or three 
ball players they know can go in this league. And Birmingham is 
in need of several such men. 

The Atlanta Crackers are in the soundest financial condition of 
any club in the league. Mr. Farl Mann is not adverse to spending 
money to produce a winner for Atlanta fans. In fact, Zipp New- 
man, sports editor of the Birmingham News, once wrote that Earl 
Mann spent more money for two players than the Barons did for 
their entire team. 

But one doesn't find Mr. Mann going around offering that 
kind of money for Trippi or anybody else. It simply isn’t 
sound AA baseball. 

Of course, Mr. Mann has made Trippi an offer. It is a 
good offer and a very large one for a AA club to be making. 
But it actually amounts to just a little more than, one-half 
what the Barons reportedly have offered the Georgia star. 

Even if Trippi fails to make the Southern League grade, Mann 
would get most of his investment back in that Charley would be a 
“natural” box office attraction at Ponce de Leon Park. Likewise, 
he would be a great attraction for Birmingham but hardly worth 


what the Barons are offering.
